REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-8, 14-16, 18-22, 24-25, 27 and 29 are pending in this application. By this 
Amendment, claims 1, 9, 14, 18-20 and 25 are amended and claims 9-13, 17, 23, 26 and 28 are 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Entry of this amendment is proper under 37 C.F.R. §1.116 because the amendment: (1) 
places the application in condition for allowance for the reasons set forth below; (2) does not 
raise any new issues requiring further search and/or consideration; and/or (3) places the 
application in better form for appeal, should an appeal be necessary. More specifically, the above 
amendments incorporate allowable subject matter into the independent claims. Thus, no new 
issues are raised. Entry is therefore proper under 37 C.F.R. §1.116. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the Office Action's indication that claims 17-19, 23-25 
and 28 contain allowable subject matter. By this Amendment, independent claim 1 is amended 
to include allowable features of dependent claim 28, independent claim 14 is amended to include 
allowable features of dependent claim 17 and allowable dependent claim 19 is rewritten into 
independent form. Still further, independent claim 20 is amended to include allowable features 
of dependent claim 23 and dependent claim 25 is rewritten into independent form. Accordingly, 
each of independent claims 1, 14, 19, 20 and 25 defines patentable subject matter. 

Each of the dependent claims depends from one of the independent claims and therefore 
defines patentable subject matter at least for this reason. In addition, the dependent claims recite 
features that further and independentiy distinguish over the applied references.
